*Dr G S Melkote Mi Speaker Sir Demonetizahon 
of the Hah Sicca is a matter which affects the whole popula 
turn of Hydeiabad Hon Members are aware that I have 
been drawing the attention of the House to thissniect of the 
matter reppdedly As contended by some hon Members it 
IS an all Hyderabad question and that edl parhes political 
and others are united and demaoided with one voice that the 
Hah Sicca should end There is no difference of opinion on 
that point— and I expected that they would extend their 
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hand of co opeiatLcm in all the measme the Government 
m ght take for makmg tlus change oveir as snmoth as possible 
but some bon Members have put foiwaid thit the lien 
sury Benchffl did not take into considetatumL the dilfldcultieB 
that -would be encountered by both the labour as -well as the 
non gazetted staff I should hke to repeat m very clear t“nnB 
thht this IB a mattei which affects the whole ^ulatibn of 
Hydeiabad and the different sectors of public— -Goveimnanft 
seivants non official section of th pubhc 1 ke Doctois Mei 
chants Drug^ta etc Laboureis Bisans and so on — in dif 
feientwa^ How they are going to be affected Iimgomgto 
make it cleai shortly but my contention is that in these van 
ous sectms of population theie may be medical men wl o are 
Moi there may be lawyeis -who are pool and there may be 
druggists who aie poor It need not necessnnjy mean that 
only the non gazette staff or the labour classes are affected 
by this These two sections of population can organise them 
selves very well That section of the population whihh is 
lea<!t oigams°d is the kisan section They are not able to 
bargain, collectively -with any power— whether it is indn<diies 
or Qie Government That is the most populous section and 
hence whatevei measures we take they should bs such as to 
benefit largest sintion of the population In this connection I 
wi^ to divide the population into three categories foi pur 
poses of this demonetization question namely &a upper dase 
the lower middle class and the poorer section^-because as I 
said each of these sections rats affected econonuc^ly m one 
way or oth« though in a dnfeient maimer Whatevei r°hef 
give to the bwer middle class and the poorer section will 
automatically accrue to both the labour dass as -well as the 
non gazetted staff So the plea that is put foiward here 
that this IS a special class by itself and should be treated on 
a dSf^esit footing etc does not appeal to me very much 
^t that I am not prepared to beat wem as a smiarate class 
worn ifliB heed t» be oensiaered hke that arises I shall 
cert^nly do so But ht this juncture 1 should say tbit we 
etmsidtenng the pMblem as a whole— as this affects the 
Wnole populiition df Hyderabad When that m the case I 
am at a loss to undetstnnd what is working as a fear complex 
ftfte«atidSof uaittali^ple There are some hon Members 
here who say that witii uie change over from OS to I G 
cuirency the price structure would -vary It is not as if that 
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the demand is less and the supply is mote The position 
of supply and demand bemg the same a diange ovei fiom 
ne c 1 ley to anoth i should not affe t the pi ce stiuetu o 
If it did affect at ill it would result in advantage and not 
act as a deteriant That is the leason why I have been 
saying repeatedly on the Flooi of the House tihat this 
change ovei will 'ictu'iUy leduce the cost of goods lathcr 
than enhance it I shall develop thia aigum nt piesently 
in tie economic sde I can only say that mu h at this 
junctuie Many Piofessois of Economics tell iie that sm e 
the change ovei is iiom a cheapei to a costliei cuiiency 
money unit will be less and in view of that theie would be 
deflation and not inflation That is to say normally spealc 
mg in the hands of the people there will be less amount of 
money but the pnee will not vuy 

It has been said Uiat the poa and cons of tbtis measure 
should have been woiked out much arliei and that ] cople 
should have been kept informed of every step that the Gov 
ei nment mtended taking I must say hex e a id now that this 
mattei has been engaging the veiy seiious attention of the 
Government for the past mree months When I went to Delhi 
—the Chief Minister was also present lien— this question 
wis taken up both with the Prime Muustei as well as with the 
Finance Minister I think it was somewheie about the ei d 
of Octobei Subsequently when Shii Deishmukb came down 
heie this matter was placed before him Aftei that when 
the ofllcera of the Reseive Bank came down here then also 
this matter was discussed with them Tor the past one 
month theie have been ondleBBtolegiams lepresentat ons and 
telephonic oonvsisaUons Oui sole intention is to make thos 
change ovei os smooth as possible so thnt the people of Hydei 
abad are not adversely affected It was about the 26tb of 
March or so that [ finally decided to go ovei to Delhi Then 
the procession and other thhnra folbwed It is a different 
questum and I don t wish to duate on that As I said I had 
alreacb' decided to go to Delhi to finalise some of the minor 
matters Oui Government could not take any final dicision 
for the simple reason that cunency was a central subject 
tod any change that had to be brou^t m would have to take 
place with the ebneurrenoe and consent of the Central Gov 
eimnentanly It was hex e we weie placed at a disadvantage 
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II does not mean lhat we did not put forth all oui difficulties 
befoie the Cenbal Goveimuent In this connect on I would 
like to emphas se that Goveinmont does not feel that it is a 
sepal ate ent ty by itself and that people are diffei ent from it I 
should ay lhat every difficulty of the people la the difficulty 
of the Government as such and that G^einment is one with 
(he people in piessaig the leg' tunate demands to the evtent 
possible A mimbu of repiesentat ons waited on me as well 
as on the Chief Minister The mejrcantile Community has 
placed its grevances before us The remesentativeB of 
labouieis including those belonnng to the INTUC met me 
and placed then giievances Thqr were veiy coidial to me 
Theie may be differences of opanion but the meeting was 
conducted m a very coi dial mainnei Besides I have received 
several lepieaentations fiom many mdividuals who peihaps 
aftei leauing the new^pers appiehended that certam 
xactoib would develop Some of mem eveei made vtduable 
suggestions All these things have been taken into considei 
ation and the Government felt that in a matter hke this 
afifectmg the whole population we should make the people 
feel that we are one with them That was the stand wl loh 
we have taki u throughout All the decisions that have been 
taken by this Government aftei the consultations with the 
Central Goveinment which was kmd enough to look in'to the 
leal enevances of the people — are as a result of that 
Fma^ the Centre has agrew for certam things and given 
08 laome ccmoessLons What those conceesioiis are I aball 
nlace before the House later on For the considei ation of 
this issue what are the things that 'we should look mto? It 
Us not that the people are against it it is not that the Gov 
emment is sgamst it and it is not that pohtical parties are 
against it What is wanted is a smooth change-over which 
would not affect the people of Hyderabad especially the poor 
er sectiona Who ale the pecmle that would behave m a 
manner as tc make the people feel that this cdiange over has 
an adverse a^t? It is again a small neicentage of the 
working cla a who hke to take advantage of the situation and 
aet in ah anti social manner at this juncture In the past 
also whenever anti social activities m any sector affectmg 
the public took place Government always took such measmes 
as ‘would ease the situation and Government will not hoaitate 
to take srimlar measures even now That was why the Chief 
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Mmistei doy before ycaleiday m Pi ess Confeience and also 
yesterday in the Hou o and I m my leply to tiie budget 
debate have appealed foi the co opeiat on of all sections of 
the populat on The people tiieinselves have sometimes to 
take ceita n meaauies to eountei ict the bid effects of the 
anb social activities It la not that the pubhc at large aie 
helpless in the mattei* I may mention hei e that a sectnm. of 
the bade union dctuilly came to me and placed the mattei 
befoie me I said to them Bay in and day out you shout 
down with so and so today you are not against the Gove n 
ment because the Goveimnent is of the people We want 
to make the change over to 1 G Cuiiency as smooth as pos&i 
ble If theie aie ny anb ocial acbvibes going on why not 
the lesislance to such acbiibes start from the p^ple them 
selvBs’ We aie of couise gobg to have theBisbict and 
Cinbal Advisory Committees incoomecbon with demonetiza 
bon wherein there will be reprosmtaUon to voiious section 
and we will count their co operabon We will tell the people 
the memhant class and others that any kind of anb social 
acbyibes are against the mteiests of the people W e will also 
'>ee that the shops declare that there will be no mciease m the 
piice structure consequent on the change over and such of 
tho<« shops that foil to do this should he condemned by the 
people It IS m the people s mtereats that they should not go 
to Ihose shops Naturally cur mstmet tells us that orbolra 
should be cheaper If we do this coUecbvely no meichant 
would dare to increase Uie pnee structure I was about to 
call a Press Conference and the representatives of the dilfeb 
ont parbes mdudmg the reppesentabvos of trade union and 
non gazetted officers and place befoife them the intentions of 
the Government This c^d have taken place on the 22nd 
or 28rd Mareh 1968 hut unfortunately it chd not come off 
foi the simple leason that some of the final touches could 
not be completed That was due to footois over which I had 
no control As discussion on Budget was going on I could not 
immediately leave for Delhi In any coae the help and co 
operabon of the Pubhc will to a gieat extent ledress the 
wrong that we imagine will be done to a seebon of the people 


But I want to know what are the difficulbea that the 
poprer seebon of the populabon arc likely to encoiwiter 7 People 
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have mentioned vaiioua things I have actually woiked out 
tile details m this connection What-woiiied the Government 
just as It woined the hon. Memheis, was the fact of allowing 
higher denomination notes in ciioulation foi a ponod of two 
yeais and demonetizing the one lupee-notes and small coins 
tof leasei denomination) from Ist Apiil 1968 This Govern 
ment did not view this point hghtly Let us sec in what 
manner it affects the people I would hhe to place bef oi e you 
the economic side of the question In Hydmabad, the per 
capita income IB somewhere about Bs 160 H S pei annum in 
Bombay state it is somewheie about Bs 220 and in India m 
genei al it is about Rs 260 The per capita mcome of Bs 160 
H S m Hyderabad is compaiatively less In tho neighboui 
mg provmcea we find that on account of the avei age mcome 
bemg highei I G pie, i e l/12tih of an anna, which was in 
euciffation previously was discarded now Their bans actions 
now aie m I G mes t e IMlh of an I G anna They have 
adjusted themselves to that level because of the highei income 
Heie the mcome is low Our denomination also light liom 
wages has been less m vahie » e l/6th of 0 S anna "What 
IS operating m the neighbourmg provinces today is l/4th of 
an anna, while heie it is l/6th of an anna In view of the 
less value of 0 S small denominations the percentage mciease 
m cost of puichase would affect the poor man to the extent 
of 76 01 when transacttons are made m I G pies That is 
one dub versus one IG pies when transactions are made 
m this manner one would Ibae to the extent of 76 01 per cent 
when ft IS 2 dubs vs 2 pies it wpuld be 74 99 when it is 8 
dubs vs 2 pies it would he 16 67 when it is 4 dubs vs 8 pies 
It would be 81 26 pei cent when it is 6 dubs ui 8 pice it would 
be600peicent when it is 1 anna w 4 pies it would be 16 67 
percent when it is 7 dubs vs 4mce it gets equalised when 
it IS 8 dubs vs 6 pice it would 9 88 per cent when 9 dubs vs 
6 pies it would be 10 67 per cpent when it is 10 dubs vs 6 
pice it would B 00 ^ cent whan it is 11 dubs vs 7 pice it 
would be 11 86 when it is 2 anuas vs 7 pice it goes (town 
to 2 08 per cent, and after 8 annas vs 14 pjce it is toiaigm 
flcant It would be seen from this liiat it is in the bwer 
denommaUonal factors that our people are going to suffer 
heavjjy The eajcmng capaaty of our peo^e S leas and 
natmally w^ coins of smaller denominatitons they have to 
purchasq snwler quantities and also spend less amount of 
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money by rounding ofF the transactions in this manner I 
shall now take the index numbers of coat of hving for work 
mg class m Hydei abad A poor man or a lower middle class 
man spends on an average on food 2 26 per cent on fuel 
and lighting 8 87 pei cent on clothing 11 08 per cent on 
lent 6 81 per cent on miscellaneous items 10 66 and on 
mtoxicants 8 88 pei cent Miscellaneous is a very import- 
ant item where tiiey lose heavily and where they deal m dubs 
because it is leas than two annas The items under Miscd 
laneous are pan diaha, beedies cigarettes, (^utta, 
earthenware gnndmg charges soap washerm&n s charges 
sweeper’s chaigea hau oil bangles etc This miscellaneous 
forme about 10 66 per cent Here the poor man snends money 
of lesser denommabons and where the tran'^aebon s m one 
pice he will lose hoavUy Wiat is the alternative for this? 
We have either to allow die smaller denominstinns nt hali 
sicca to contmue for a longer period or plead with the Central 
Government to give us a com of a lesser denomination 
These are the only two messures which we mn think of The 
hieher the denomination the leaser one will lose, so much so 
after two rupees the exchange value will be equated and one 
will not lose much We dierafore strongly represented to 
the Central Government that the one rupee not^ and "mailer 
denonunabon come should continue to be legal tendei for a 
longer penod If the higher dmiominabonal currency w 
removed we do not mmd, because it does not alTect much 
People havmg higher denominabonal notes naturally reside 
m mbes and as sudi that currency can be mopped up muidi 
more easily If the currencv of smaller denormnabons and 
coins are demonebsed immediately it wlU affect the very 
life of the poor people who are m possession of this currency 
and corns It will also take a longer bme for mopmng up 
these smaller denommabon currency and corns because 
people do not know yet how to transact in I Q currency All 
these thuigs I wantM to place before the House m mv reply 
to the debate on the let reading of this Bill the other day and 
plead for ymir co-operabon m this matter but m the mean 
while I had to go over to Delhi 

I have representated all these factors to the Central 
Government and we have come to a rpRSonable agreement The 
Government of India told me that they had already repealed 
the Hyderapad Paper Currency Act, but they had brought 
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in a new Bill which had been peaaed in the CJouncil of States 
and which would have been possibly moved in the House of 
tiiC People today This new Bill wtould enable both tne 
higher denom nabon notes and the small coins to continue to 
be legal tendei for a period of two yeais moie So fai os 
this is concerned it is very good That by itself will not 
sabHfy us because once me Hyderabad Ounency A t is 
repealed Ibis currency may continue as legal temder but it 
wdl be a legal tender only foi the purpose of withd awmg 
and not foi the purpose oi issue The issue will be in I G 
Both tire cm i entnes will be recogin sed and if the Government 
pays in 1 6 it cannot be refused We pleaded w th the 
Cential Government that until they gave us coins of smaller 
denom nations m I G wi one pice they should give faci 
Iities for exchangmg mto smallei denominational coins m 

0 S to a leasonable extant The Central Government agr» 
ed wi^ us m this lespect In future one rupee coins and 
notes of the denominational valiie of one rupee and above 
would be mopped up Government and, will be gradualb 
wthdiawn On the other hand hali sicca corns of small 
denommatons up to 8 annas 'will be made avaslable to a 

1 easonable extent to every one and exchange facihties will he 
provided by the Government That means if a Government 
servant receive® his pay in I G currency all that he has to do 
18 to go to a shop and if his purchases amount to Bs 1 4 0 

' Can pay om roppe m I G dnd the small cihange to be paid 
can be rounded on m halh sicca coin^ Altematoyely he will 
have to carry the small coins of annas and hdow and pay 
foi theu purchases m these comS This facility of extendmg 
the legal tender character and exchange mto small corns for 
a perSd of two yeais vnll leault m a great advantage to the 
people 

Shn V D Deahpande I would like to know* to what 
extent the Banks will give exchange facilities into small coins 
qfos ir 

Dr G S MeUcote To an adequate and reasonable extent 
It all depends upon seveial factors The Pinamffle Mmister 
St lha Centre mads it very dear and assured me that he 
would if neceasaiy go to Qie extant of mmtmg this money 
to.tbe tune of some erores of rupees and a!|^ tbeir cir 
<WWfln 'Jfhst need not worry any of us TJwns ppe aspeet 
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Secondly I have asked liie Reserve Bank to supply us 
with adequate quonttitieb (in lakhs) of I G pies i e l/12ai 
of an anna If instead of the l/4tfa anna com we take the 
l/12th of anna 1 fl 1 p e let us see how it will aHect the 
poor man or the labouielr If with one dub vs one pice it 
effects him to the extent of 76 pet cent by this I GT pie it 
w ill a£ect him to the extent of only 16 68 pei cent ind as the 
denomination goes up it will be less and after one anna the 
effect will be inaigmflcant Thus if the 1/1201 of an anna 
comes nto mroulation it will somebmea woik out to a greater 
advantage because it is even leas m value than one dub of 
hah Bicea But it has to get into cuculation and people have 
to get accustomed to it When this aspect of 1ho question 
was placed before the Umom Finance Minister agreed to 
our suggestion and the Eeseive Bank will be m^ung avail 
able to us these I G pies 

What was worrying us was how the geneial pubho would 
behave dur ng the change over We have extended the life 
of the smeller denommational corns we aie making 
available smaller denominations of I G coins t e I G pies 
and we aie piovidmg facilities foi exch-rnging into 0 S 
smSU coins of 8 annas and less m adequate and suHment 
quanbtiea we are also arranging for piopaganda and pubh 
(qty In spite of all these things I am sure there will be 
ceitam amount oi black marketing m 0 S coins What are 
the pumtive measures that we can take in such an event? We 
have considered the question of punitive measures that we 
should take and whether any penal secbons would be neces 
saiy On this pomt also we consulted the Cenbe In the 
currency Act itself there are certam pmubve measures 
These are beuig examined and we want to tike all measures 
that are posable to put down black marketing This is the 
third measure we intend tj-lcmg 

On the fourth measure I do not want to dilate very much 
because much has alratdy appettred iln the press and hon the 
Chief Minister has already maced the facts befoie the House 
The Bducabon Department the Rent Control Order house 
taxes water taxes and the municipal taxes R T D faies — 
«11 these will be collected m eqmvmlent standard rate of ex 
change m I Q With these measures I feel we will be able 
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to remove the edge in the areimients of the opposition and 
also the acti of the unsoc al dements which are making use 
of this opportunity for thmr own advantage 

I tried to calculate iough|y to what extent the people of 
Hydeialwd would suifer if we had not done these ttnnffl I 
may be wrong because I made only a rough calculation I 
think a few merchants acting collectively will dupe the people 
to the extent of IB croies of Rupees But if one twelfths of 
anna is n ade available and if the small halU sicca Coins 
are also made available for a peiiod of two years the people 
wdl not be losing anything If I G one twdfths anna coins 
aie available we may lose only a couple of lakhs of Rupees 
as against a couplt ol crores which we or g nally apprehend 
ed But if halh sicca is available for t^ years the poor 
man -will noi get duped because he will carry with him a 
suffloent stock of chanm This advantage will certainly 
sati^ the people of Hyderabad for the simple reason that 
■wt want to have one people one country and one currency All 
the difficultu^ that were apprehended have thus been suilVn 
ently i °moved There is sumaent time for us because this u 
not going to inflate the prices in any manner The poorer 
sections can make small payments m HaUi currency and if 
any diflldulties crop up in their way we are prepared to 
remove them and listen to any advi e that is given This 
IB the stand of the Government of l^derabad and these are 
the measures they intend to take I feel we have done our 
best and this House will appreciate and co operate with the 
Government to the fullest extent possible

Mr Speaker Soma amendments were given notioe of 
this Bill The flist one is by Shn V D Deshpande whi^ 
says After illustiation to Clause 2 of the BiLL add the 
foilowmg provisions namely — Provided that in lespect of 
all salaiiob and wages payable to Government servants and 
employees it shall be construed as if references expiessed oi 
imphed to amounte of salaries and wages up to Ks 160 per 
month in 0 S currency weie leierences to the same imounts 
ir I & Currency ’ and the other is by Shn G Sreeiamulu 

The question is whether these amendments can. bt 
adritted This amendment if accepted would involve extra 
expenditure by the Government and under Article 207 of the 
constitution this is a money bill and an amendment to money 
bill must be moved with tna permission of the Bajpramulsh 

Shn V D Deshpande I would submit with due respect 
to your Sii that I cannot agree with the mterpietation given 
by you If I remember correctly an amendment can be 
moved to this bill and only foi biingmg in bills permission 
at the Bajpiamukh is necessary 

Mr Speaker I will read Article 207 

A Bid or amendment making provision for ahy of 
the matters specihen m sub llausea (a) to (/) of clause (t) 
of Article 19^ shall not be mtroduced or moved except on the 
recommendation of the Governor and a Bill malong such 
provision shall not be introduced in a Legislative Council 
Tile woid amendment le also included m this provision 
Buie No 84 of our Hyderabad Legislative Assembly Rules 
says that An amendment should be relevant and vnthin tne 
scope of the subject-matter to which it relates Now the 
subject of this bill is to fix a proportion between 0 S and 
16 currency The same argument will apply to the 
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amendment tabled by Shn G Sreeiamulu In view of Rule 
84 of the Aaeembly Rules of Piocedure and also of Aiticle 
207 of the Constitution these amendments cannot be 
admitted
